Could Have Lived for Awhile. 


Dr. Wallace Nott, who made the post 


mortem examination, testified as to tho 
character of the wound in the man's 
head and locating the bullet in the brain. 
He gave as his opinion that a man with 
such a wound could live from six to 
twelve hours and retain consciousness 
and that he could have got on a car at 
Sixteneth street and rode to State and 
still be in his right senses. 


This would'indicate that, according to 


the evidence of the conductor and motor- 
man On the car, that the man was pos- 
sibly shot when he got on, but of course 
whether by his own hand, or by some- 
one else is not known. 


Received in Manner Unknown. 


The verdict of the jury is as follows:

PARIS, .July 15.—With the 
whole 


French nation in a mad round of gaiety 
over the national fete, the country wns 
yesterday shocked by an attempt to kill 
President Fallieres as he drove smiling- 
ly down the Champs Elysee. 


Two bullets were tired flt him point 


blank, but not once did the little old man 
lose hi* nerve and, though 
a hundred 


thousand persons groaned and began to 
shout hysterically and a great mob tried 
to kill the would-be assassin on the spot, 
M. Fallieres bowed, raised his hand to 
reassure the multitude and then gave or- 
ders to drive on. 


The man who fired the bullets ib in cus-

RUST, AND NOT GREEN BUG[^QQ MILLIONS 


No Cause for Alarm, Says University 


Professor, Regarding Havoc of Latter 


Among Oats. 


The fe,-.r of Wiscout'ii farmers th.it 


the "gre(n bug'1 which is civitiu^ luv-'jc 
in the client fields of the south hus in- 
vaded this state and attacked the cut 
crops, is unfounded, aecord'^ii; to Prof. 
J. U. Moore, agronomist "at the college of 
agriculture of the University of Wiscon- 
sin. Extensive investigation of the fields 
affected has revealed the fact that rust 
is responsible for the poor condition of 
the oat crops, and the creon bugs found 
on many plants in some districts are but 
common aphides. 
J)Ucussui!j the situa- 


tion. Prof. Moore ^iiy.-: 


"farmers have become auu'niei! because 


oat fields have taken on a reddish brown 
color and plants are making liUb growth. 
While the stand is pood, tin- plants Imvt: 
not readied the height n»u"l for Uiis sea- 
son. Looking for the cause fanners have 
found a green IOUEC or aphn 
on

plants. In some districts tho louse was 
so numerous that the poor condition of 
the crop was attributed to it. probably 
because uf the excitement in ihc south 
regarding the "green bug' in the wheat 
fields. Extended investigations made in 
the past week by the university experi- 
ment station show the aphis more miuiev- 
ous than usual, but in no case is it kmn:l 
in sufficient numbers to cause the dam- 
age attributed to it. 
The aphi*. would 


simply suck the juice from the plant, 
causing it to wither and the leavs to 
seem punctured by a needle. No douU 
the aphis has done some slight dam;'.gv 
to infested plants, but a large number 
of plants sho\y the disease

aphides are found.

Reddish brown blotches appear 


on the leaves of the

This in becr.nse the rust takes up the 
nourishment which would naturally go 
to the tissues, and they starve and turn 
brown. While most farmer* are acquaint- 
ed with rust, they have overlooked it us 
the cause of the present trouble because 
it appeared so much earlier than usual. 
Prevailing weather conditions have bucn 
exceptionally favorable for the develop- 
ment and spread of the fungus, and at 
the same time have retarded the growth 
and weakened the plants so as to make 
them more susceptible to attack.

der. 


Congressman Sidney E. Mudd, of coun- 


st'l for the defense, in his address to the 
jury, disclaimed belief in the insanity 
of Mrs. Bowie or her son. though he de- 
clared that under the circumstances they 
should not lie held responsible, mentally 
nor legally for their part in the tragedy. 
Touching the unwritten law, Congress- 
man Mudd said: 


"The family in this land of ours is the 


niK'leus and the nurser of the common- 
weak!!. The protection of the sanctity 
of tlie family ties, the chastity of wo- 
men, 
the development and maintenance 


of a salutary and exalted respect for 
the honor of the mother, the mister and 
the daughter becomes, therefore a natur- 
al and essential feature of the law in 
this land. In nearly every state of this 
country there will be found an exempli- 
fication and recognition of this fact and 
nn adoption of this doctrine. It is in 
this sense that I confidently claim the 
protection of what I have called the "un- 
written law,'' as nn edaquatc defense for 
these defendants.'1

Again 
the Standard Oil of Indiana is not a new- 
thing, it was in cxUtenre very presum- 
ably long before Mr. Rockefeller retired 
from active management.

topns sufficient knowledge was finally

things had lost all knowledge as to what 
they had accomplished, and all know!- 
edge of oven the agencies now at work 
which year by year so immensely a.Mci' 
to their incomes and their wealth, imr.

The state of New York is at work on 


a project having some measure of an ap- 
proach to the Panama canal, »t least in 
:ost if not in difficulty fa construction. 
This work is the enlarged Erie canal 
connecting Albany on the Hudson with 
Buffalo on Lake Erie and by vote of the 
people of New York is to cost somewhat 
in excess of $100,000,000, and is to float 
barges of 1.000 tons. This is certainly 
a rather big contract for one state and 
might not be unreasonably supposed to 
contain untold quantities of graft, but 
at any rate the beginnings of the enter- 
prise do not appear to disclose, the ele- 
phant with his foot inside the ring.
